WASHINGTON, March 19.—(Special Tele-
gram.)—Captaln Beck In eneountering oppo-
sitlon to his farther contintuance a8 agent of
the Omaha and Winnebago Indiatis In Thurs-
ton eounty. Captain Bevk came here for the
purpose of securing an expressjon of aatisfae-
tion as to the conduct of the office from the
Wiar and Interlor department officlals, and
ex-Seerotary Lamont gave him a strong let-
ter, which ho propoxes Lo file in the Depart-
ment of the Interlor as Lart of the records
converning bis stewardship. . But Secrelary
Lamont s gone, and a new man lé running
the War department, who loelines to the idea
that a change In the agency at Pender wonld
be a good thing, and Seerotary Alger will
probably co-operate with Secretary Bligs in
tringing about a different condition of af-
fairs, Captain Beck Is undouhtediy a first-
olass agent, but papers on file with the com-
misloner of Indian afalrs show that he has
not always satiufiesd the Indlans in his ad-
ministration. Sonator Thurston Is for a
thange at the agency, and will do all In his
power to remove Captaln Beck to another
field It such a thing boe possible.

The sundry ecivil bill, carrying $400,000—
$200,000 for the exposition, $125,000 for the
Omaba postoffice and $75,000 for the South
Omaha postoflice, passed  the house this
evening without an incident. Senatora Allen
and Thurston will attempt to secure $75,000
additional when the Bill gets into the sebuate,
and under the present administration, it I«
believed, they will be anle to hold that
amount in conference, If one should be or-
dered.

I all probability the name of Joseph Brig-
tow of Kansas will be sent In tomorrow by
the president as fourth assistant postmaster
Eeneral, He will, therefore, control the
minor pestoffices under this administration.

Willis Van Deventer of Wyoming was nomi-
nated today for assistant attorney general
and will bo assigned to the Interlor depart-
ment.  The nomination glves great satisfac.
tlon to the western representatives,

I. J. Heomadko of Omaha is belng strongly
urged for the position of commissioner of
immigration at KEllis Island. He has the
backing of many prominent Bohemlans
throughonut the country,

W. H. Alexander, who was here during the
past weéek In the interest of the smelting
companies of the country, left the happlest
mon that has been heard of, so far as tariff
matters are concerned, Up untll the Wednes-
day previpus to the report of the tarift bill
Alexander was in the dumpa because ha had
unideratood that 134 cent would be the sched-
ulo upon lead ores, and that, according to the
idea of the smelting companies, would have
been prohibitive so far as the United States
was concerned. But the ex-pollector of cus-
toms of the city of Omaha had several con-
feronees with the members of the ways and
means committee and when the bill was re-
ported on Friday It was found that 1 cent
per pound had been fixed, The high rate
of 1802 and 1893 on lead ores droys several
Inrge smelters Into Mexleo. Their example
has been followed by a native capltalist until
Mexieo has become a large and dangerous
competitor in pig lead. It was thouglit by
tha representatives of the smelting com-
panies throughout the United States that
return to the high duties on raw material
would precipitate a similar condition in Brit-
ish Columbia, forelng therchy almost an
abandonment of the cmelting Interests of the
Unlted States, A low rate on lead in ores
and a high rate on finjshed products, It was
contended, would add to ths government rev-
enves, add to American rallway recelpts, adad
to the opportunities of American laborers,
and prevent  the calamitieg to Amerlean
amelting Iindustries which would otherwise
occur.. While the house will In all probability
pass the LI as it comes from the commit-
tee, there Is no telling what the senate will
do with the lead schoedule. Cannon and Car-
ter, representing the mining Interests, are
pronounced in favor of the 1% cent rate,
Cannon atating to The Bes that he would not
stand the 1 cent rate and would hang up the
bill if pecessary untll he recelved what he
belleved to be a falr duty,

GRAVE PRODLEM FOR HAWAITANS,
Japnnese Threaten to Oapture the
Ixinnd by Pepnceful Invasion,
WASHINGTON, March 10 —Lorrle A,
Thurston, ex-minister of Hawail to this
country, now president of the Annexation
club of Honolulu, and here In the interests
of that organization, gave out #n Inter-
view today regarding the news [rom San
Francleco that the Hawaran government in
refusing to allow 637 Japanese laborers 1o
land in Honolulu belleved It had unearthed
an attempt to import Japanese lito Hawall
in violatlon of the immigration laws. He
eharacterized the subject as one of the gray-
esl now confronting the Hawakan govern-

ment. He sald:

“Four or five immigration companiea have
teen formed In Japan, beaded by Isading
officials, ineluding the present Japaness min-
{ater at Washington, and they have for the
pnst year been bringiog ln large numbers of
frea Japanese immmigrants to Hawall, There
nvo five lines of stemmers between Honolulu
and Japan, making monthly trips, and evoery
steamer brings from 260 to 700 Japancse thua
turned looso on the community without any
knowledge of governmental check. It Is
a serlons question whether this Inpouring of
moen almost unaccompanied by women wlill
nol soon creale a large class of men unem-
ployed and without means. The Hawailan
goyvérnment adopted various measures 10 invet
such contingeéncles, but they have been
ovaded, Habeas corpus procesdings were In-
stituted when a lot of the men were refused
landing recently, but in the abzence of prouf
of charges that money horne by fhe mon
did not actually belong to them, the landing
was allowed., The money produced by the Im-
migrants ls provided by some third party,
which the Immigration esmpanies charge
agalnst compelitors, but deny as to thedr own
concern,

“1 do not know that the Japanecse govern-
mont doos meditate any hostility or forel-
ble action against Hawall, but unless some-
thing ia done to stop this influx of Japanese
they will by pesceful invasion accomplish
far more than they could hope to do by force.
The Japanese In Hawall now number 24,000,
agrinst 33,000 native Hewallnng, and at the
present rate will in five years form a major-
ity of the Inhabitants of the country, Thus
the Japanese wounld accomplish the same
moral right that the uitlandera are claiming
In South Africa. It Is tne belel In Hawail
that the present extraordinary movement
from Japan to Hawall fs part of a sys-
tematic plan, with the full approval of the
Japanese government, to get In control of
the Island. Undoubtedly the Hawalinn gov-
ornment is walting to see what action the
United Statea will take on the annexalion
quedtion. If that question ix not acted on
soon a grave issue will soon arise between
Hawall and Japan, the outcome of which no
one cau undertake to foretell.”

RELBASE THRER MORE AMERICANS,
Charles Scoflt Was One of the

Scott's case was interest-
ing from the fact that Consul General Lee
made it the basls for his inquiry- aa to
whether war ships were available for Havana
in casge the authorities refused to grant his
domand that the man ogalnst whom the
evidence to support the charge of conspiracy,
it I8 sald, was merely that he was In pos-
gdession of Cuban postage stamps be
lmmedintely placed o communication wih
the putside world.

Venero Is g native of Cuba, 22 years of
age. and was naturalized here in 1805, He
was arrested In Les Palea, Havana province,
about September 22 last, though no charges
were preferrod. Upon his claim of Ameri-
can cltizenship, he called for his papers, and
thege were submitted December 9 last, gince
which time Ahis case has been pending with-
out attempt to settle the question of juris-
dietion between the civil and miliiary
tribunals.

Vives was a native of Cuba, but was natn-
rallzed In the United States In 1506, He
was grrested In November, 1896, charged first
with disorderly conduet, and then with of-
fering Insults to Spain, and has been held in
Jail gineo for trinl. It appears that this man
was actually veleased on February 1 last,
but his release was not known to the officials
here, and his friends were in Ignorance of
hig release, By some oversight, Consu) Gen-
oral Lee did not report the fact to the de-
partment untll yesterday, and then in answer
to a s&pecific Inquiry by the senate.

When the house assembled today the desks
were pllled high with the appropriation billls
which falled last sesslon. Immediately after
the reading of the journml, Mr. Diugley,
amid applause, reported the tarllt bill, Mr.
Dalley of Texas, on behalf of the minority,
seoured uoanimous consent to extend until
Motday the time In which the minority re-
port ‘may be filed. After a good deal of
sharp crossfiving between Mr. MeMillin and
Mr. Dingley, It was floally arranged that
5,000 extra coples of the minority and ma-
Jority reports and also 5,000 extra copies of
n comparative statement of tarilf chaoges
shiould be printed.

Mr. Dunlzell, republican of Pennsylvanin,
from the committes on rules, then prescnted
the special rules. under which the house
was to operate during the tariff debate, The
house provided that general debate should
beglin on Monday at 10 o'clock nnd countinue
to and Including Thuraday, March 25, with
night sesulonsg, after which the bill should
be open to amendment under the Ave minute
rule, (committer amendments Lo have prece-
denee), until 2 o'clock on Wednesday, March
31, when the bill with the peading amend-
ments should be reported from the commit-
tee of the whole and the previous question
should be considered ns ordered on the third
riading and final persgage of the hill. The
mile also gave leave to print for twenty
days, Mr. Dalzell demanded the previous
question, which was ordered by a #trict
party vote, 163 to 130, the popullsts votlng
with the democrats, In deference to the
request of the minority, Mr. Dalzell agreed
to an extension of the debate on w speclal
order to be thirty minutes on a side.

Mr, Dalzell gave It as hils Judgment that
